The Chilian Question. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—Every availa- 


ble source of information in regard to 
Chilian affairs was "tapped" yesterday 
morning with unsatisfactory results. 
The situation is exasperating, and in 
the absence of official denial or confir- 
mation of alarming reports, no definite 
statement as to the true condition oi 
affairs can be made. 


Acting Secretary Soley said he knew 


nothing about the alleged cablegram 
stating that the American legation iu 
Chili was menaced. 
Com. Ramsay, 


chief of the bureau of navigation, wai 
likewise ignorant in the matter. Both 
officials thought the state department 
might throw some light on the subject. 


Assistant Secretary Wharton said the 


Chilian affairs were entirely in the 
hands of Secretary Ulaine, and if he 
knew anything about it, which he 
diplomatically would not admit, he was 
not at liberty to say so. 


Gen. 
J. W. Foster, who is helping 


Secretary IHaUie in the matter of reel 
procity treaties, sajd the matter wouli 
not come to his attention; that Mr, 
Blaine was handling that end of th< 
diplomatic situation. Mr. Blaine conic 
not be seen nor could a message read 
him as he was in the private portion o 
his residence. His private sccretar; 
however, professed not to be alarmei 
bnt showed some curiosity to know 
who sent out the alleged translation o 
the alleged cablegram. 


Private Secretary Ilalford did not bo 


lieve the situation was critical, but hat 
not heard the president express him 
self on the subject, and was quite cer 
tain tlie president would say nothing 
about it, if there was any truth in th 
report, which he would not be willing 
to admit.

Hundreds of Deoatur Ladles Hear 


a Lecture at the Grand. 


Mrs. Longshore Potta addressed a largo 


audience of ladies only st the Grand 
Opera House yesterday afternoon. The 
doctor prefaced her remarks by stating 
that posterity depends upon the health 
of women; also that it was on the knowl- 
edge of health among mothers of the 
present day that the welfare of the conn- 
try depends. She spoke ot the suffering 
and ill health prevalent to-day among 
women. She said, however, that such a 
condition of things could not be won- 
dered at-when-it is remembered that 
mothers give their daughters to under- 
stand the less they know of themselves 
the better. The doctor condemned the 
idea, [and argued that the girls of the 
present generation learn how to live. 
Women of the present time have not 
confidence in themselves; this was a 
great and serious trouble to be overcome. 
Speaking of dress, she said women now 
carry around with them from fifteen to 
twenty pounds of drylgoods, UHupportud 
from the waist, which was wrong. Man 
does not carry half this weight,and what 
they do is supported from the shoulders, 
Women should so arrange their garments 
that the weight rests on the shoulders, 
not the waist. Referring to children and 
their treatment she was quite severe 
with parents and teaohera alike, saying 
that in many instances sickness was 
brought on by neglect of those who are 
older and ought to know better.

both sexes upon the laws of health. 
There was a large screen upon which 
were thrown at intervals stereoptioon 
views in illustration of the speaker's re- 
marks.

The firm ot J, G. Walker & Co., pio- 


pnetnre ot the Button dry goods end 
cation store in the Mrfi. W. H. Enuie 
building on Nortb W tiler street, suffered 
a heavy IOBB by fire between 12 and 1 
o'clock last night, the entire stook of 
staple find bo'iday gooda being totally 
destroyed, together with nil of the store 
furniture and everything pertaimug to 
the business—all a wreck. 


The lire was discovered first by the 


merchant policeman, Officer Stober, who 
was making his usual ronnds. At that 
time there WUB a big blnze in the rear of 
the store and it was growing rapidly. 
The alarm was turned in and the entire 
department responded, No. 1 crew begin- 
ning work at the front and No. 2 crew 
going to tbe rear. The steamer was 
placed at the Masonic Temple corner 
and direct presaare was also nsed. There 
were four streams thrown into the room, 
two from the front and two from the 
rear. When the fliomen arrived volumes 
of tlames were shooting up through tbe 
two skylights at the rear, At tiret it 
seemed that 
a general conflagration 


would be the rasnlt, but through tbe 
management of Fire Marshal Devorej 
with the courageous efforts of the firemen 
who kept the streams Hawing high near 
the ceiling,front and back, the Humes were 
ttmilly smothered and the lira was placed 
undvi control. The fight of the firemen 
demonstrated that they are prepared to 
oope i iieceesfnlly with the worst fire if 
they get at it within reasonable time, 
and they are entitled to fall measure of 
credit tor their work last night. The 
fire was confined almost entirely to the 
Boston Store room. The flames got into 
the offioe of Justice P. B. Provost and 
soorohed his docliets and the ends ot 
court papers m th» pigeon-holes of the 
open desk, uud also burnt a hole in the 
floor. 


The damage to the Walker & Oo. goods 


is placed at $20,000, on which there is an 
insurance of $17,000. The damage to 
the building is $3000 to 35000.
